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Austin William Whaley was arrested for two violations of 69 PC - Violent Resisting a Peace Officer and 
11364 HS - Possession of controlled substance paraphernalia. Austin actively fought with Deputies 
Kastelic #6333 and Rivera #0124. During the struggle, Austin actively punched and kicked Deputies 
Kastelic and Rivera in violation of two counts of 69 PC. During a search incident to arrest, a 
methamphetamine pipe was found in Austin's backpack which tested presumptively positive for 
amphetamines/methamphetamine in violation of 11364 HS. A records check revealed that Austin had 
three active misdemeanor warrants for his arrest #C355062, C355797, C356837. Deputy Kastelic 
sustained swelling to the left eye and lip, an abrasion to his left elbow/forearm, and a small laceration to 
the right hand. Deputy Rivera sustained multiple abrasions to her knees, elbows, and forearms, and 
bruising to her right tricep. Austin sustained a fractured right orbital bone, three lacerations requiring 
stitches above his right eye requiring a total of eight stitches, and abrasions to his elbows, arms, hand, 
shoulder, back, and knees. Austin was transported by medics to Sharp Grossmont Hospital for 
treatment of his injuries. 

Austin was later cleared for jail by the medical staff at Sharp Grossmont Hospital, transported and 
booked into San Diego Central Jail (SDCJ) for 69 PC x2, 11364 HS, and warrants #C355062, #C355797, 
and #C356837. 

Origin: 

On 08-18-2016, at approximately 1020 hours, I was in full Sheriffs uniform driving a marked patrol car 
when I responded to a call of a "Code Cover" to the 7-11 located at 10195 Riverview Parkway in 
unincorporated Lakeside. (CAD #E3568537) 

Background: 

Austin Whaley had a history of drug and alcohol related charges. 

Investigation: 

At approximately 1023 hours, I arrived on scene and observed multiple Deputies struggling to hold down 
the suspect later identified as Austin Whaley. Austin had blood on his face and was refusing to comply 
with commands. I grasped Austin's left elbow with my right hand, and I grasped Austin's left hand with 
my left hand. I used my body weight to apply downward pressure to Austin's left arm to prevent him from 
causing unnecessary injuries to either himself or responding Deputies. I held continuous downward 
pressure for approximately thirty seconds. Austin was rolled onto his chest which caused Austin's arm to 
be placed underneath him. Austin initially refused to pull his left arm out from under himself. I 
demanded to Austin, "Give me your arm," and Austin did not comply. Deputy Kastelic struck Austin's left 
ribcage with his knee. Following the knee strike, Austin complied and removed his arm from under 
himself. Deputy Kastelic placed Austin in handcuffs and I assisted Austin to his feet in order to get him to 
a safe place out of the roadway for medics to evaluate his condition. The force used was necessary to 
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affect the arrest, prevent escape, and prevent any further injuries to responding Deputies and Austin. 

Had I not used the force I did, Austin or responding Deputies would have been further injured. 

Medics arrived on scene and evaluated Austin's injuries. Medics on scene advised that Austin had 
several superficial lacerations to the head and face. Medics transported Austin to Sharp Grossmont 
Hospital for treatment. 

I searched Austin's backpack incident to arrest and found a cylindrical glass pipe with a bulbous end 
wrapped in a red rag and a white rag. The interior of the pipe was coated with a white and brown burnt 
substance. Based on my training and experience, I recognized the pipe as a pipe commonly used by 
drug users to smoke controlled substances such as methamphetamine. I later tested the substance on 
the interior of the pipe with the 902 Marquis Reagent test kit. The substance tested presumptively 
positive for amphetamines/methamphetamine. Possession of the pipe was in violation of 11364 HS. 

Corporal Price #5794 took digital photos of the scene and later uploaded the photos to the case URL. 

Deputy Hebeler #7329 contacted witness o n scene w ho gave a statement. Please see 

Deputy Hebeler's Deputy Report for further detail regarding statement and Deputy Hebeler's 

involvement into this case. 

Detective Farber #9605 contacted witness o n scen e who gave a statement. Please see 

Detective Farber's Deputy Report for furthe^etaiUBgaming statement and Detective Farber's 

involvement into this case.

Detective Walton #0075 was assigned as the investigating detective. Detective Walton admonished 
Austin by reading the Miranda Admonishment. Detective Walton requested video surveillance from the 
7-11 at the scene which was later picked up and placed into Santee Evidence. Please see Detective 
Walton's Deputy Report for details regarding his involvement into this case. 

Deputy Kastelic wrote a Deputy's Report documenting his actions and involvement in this incident. I 
spoke with him following this incident on the afternoon of 8/18/2016. Deputy Kastelic said he had 
nothing to add to his Deputy's Report, so I elected to use his written report as his statement. Please see 
Deputy Kastelic's attached Deputy's report for details surrounding his involvement in this case. 

Deputy Rivera also wrote a Deputy's Report documenting her actions and involvement in this incident. I 
spoke with her following this incident on the afternoon of 8/18/2016. Deputy Rivera said she had nothing 
to add to her Deputy's Report, so I elected to use her written report as her statement.

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Austin was later cleared for jail by the medical staff at Sharp Grossmont Hospital, transported and

I copied the photos and surveillance that was uploaded to the case URL to a DVD and submitted the 
DVD into Santee Evidence along with the methamphetamine pipe, and the following safekeeping items:

ORIGIN: 


On 8/18/16, at 1020 hours, I responded to a call of "Code Cover" at Riverford Road and Riverview Road in Lakeside. 
DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 


I departed the Lakeside Substation and activated my marked Sheriff vehicle's emergency lights and siren. I drove to the 7- 
Eleven located at 10195 Riverford Road in Lakeside. 


I arrived at about 1022 hours. Several deputies arrived immediately after me. I saw a shirtless white male adult covered in 
tattoos laying on the pavement, blocking the roadway of the westbound lane of Riverview Road, in front of the south facing 
driveway opening. Deputy Rivera and Deputy Kastelic were above the suspect, holding him down by his arms and legs. The 
suspect's face was covered in blood. I could see a conducted energy device (CED) probe hanging from the suspect's back, 
and I saw a yellow CED device laying in the street near them. 

I saw a white female with blonde hair, aboutj years old, standing behind the deputies saying, "Please don't hurt him." I saw 
a white male in his twenties n earby video reco rding part of the incident with a cell phone. I saw a white male in a black t-shirt, 
who later identified himself as also standing on the sidewalk behind the deputies. I saw a green bicycle with 

deer antlers on the handlebar^ayln^rune^-Eleven parking lot, about 20 yards from the deputies and suspect. I saw a 
yellow bicycle propped against a pole further away, near the corner of the intersection of Riverford and Riverview. 


Deputy Kastelic asked deputies to put gloves on and assist in rolling the suspect from his back, onto his stomach so he could 
place him into handcuffs. I heard the suspect say, "Don't worry, I'm not going to fight anymore." The suspect was placed into 
handcuffs without further incident. I requested an ambulance through dispatch. 


At 1030 hours, I spoke to witness who provided me with essentially the following audio recorded statement. 

STATEMENT of (Witness): 



said he was driving by when he saw two officers "rollin g around" with the male they currently had detained in handcuffs, 
said the suspect was "kicking and fighting back."^H said the suspect's girlfriend kept intervening which was distracting 
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the female officer. ■■ said the female came within "feet" of the deputies and was saying something and wouldn't stop, 
said the female thervrook off." 



He described the female as a tan white female with a round hat and dark blue or black long shirt. 

Whe n asked what actions he saw, said he saw the male was "kicking and fighting and not wanting to give up his arms." 
m said t he deputies were trying tcHiandcuff the suspect and were telling the suspect, "Give us your wrist. Give us your 
arm."^^ continued, "And the suspect was fighting the whole time." 

I asked what other things he heard the deputies say.HH replied, "They did a lot of warnings before they did the Taser 
gun...They said were going to shoot it again, give u p^ive us your ankles. Give us your wrists. Stop fighting. Stop fighting." 

I ask ed if he saw the deputies deploy a Taser. ^H| replied, "Yeah, one on the leg once." I asked him if the Taser worked, 
m replied, "It worked, but he kept fighting theHrfficers. He was not being cooperative." 

I asked if he saw any strikes betwe en anyone. said the suspect kept kicking the deputies and he saw the deputies "give 
a couple wacks to the head."^H said it was quite a struggle and the deputies were doing what they could just to get him 
down and keep him down. The suspect was doing everything he could to get loose. 

I asked if there was anyt hing excessive about what the deputies did. ||H replied, "No. He wouldn't stop. No matter what they 
did, h e kept going." added that when he arrived, deputies askecHiim to keep the female companion of the suspect away, 
m had no further information. 

I released from the scene. Deputy Hemphill asked me to assist him in contacting a female who fled and was the 
companiorn^ne male suspect. I drove about 100 yards north to a nearby mechanic shop. I saw Deputy Hemphill speaking to 
a tan white female adult in the parking lot. I heard the female admitting that she was a witness to the incident. See Deputy 
Hemphill's report for further details. Deputy Hemphill interviewed the female and released her from the scene. 

I drove to the Lakeside Substation. I attached the audio recording to the case and concluded my participation with the 
investigation.

ORIGIN: 


On 8/18/16, at 1020 hours, I responded to a call of "Code Cover" at Riverford Road and Riverview Road in Lakeside. 
DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 


I arrived and noticed a male later identified as Austin Whaley sitting on the curb, bloody and handcuffed. I determined that 
Whaley was the only suspect and assisted with the investigation into him assaulting two uniformed Deputy Sheriffs. 

I noticed that the assault occurred near the gas pumps of the 7-Eleven. I went inside and reviewed their video foota ge that 
shows the parking lot near the gas pumps. On the video a male identified as Whaley and a female later identified asH|m 
m are loitering near a white SUV at the gas pumps. After a co uple of minutes a marked Sheriffs Patrol vehicle pull^J^^ 
ancTOeputies Kastelic and Rivera get out and contact Whaley and After a few seconds Whaley turns his bike away 

from the Deputies and starts to ride away. Deputy Kastelic chases aften/Vhaley and after a few feet it appears Deputy 
Kastelic is able to grab the bike, causing Whaley to fall off. Whaley then starts running away off camera view with Deputies 
Kastelic and Rivera running after him. I obtained a copy of the video and later submitted it into evidence at the Santee 
Station. 


I later went to Grossmont Hospital to interview Whaley and take photographs of his injuries. I spoke to Whaley and advised 
him of "Miranda Rights" and when I asked him if he understood his rights he said "Yes". I then asked Whaley if he was willing 
to speak with me and he said "Well I do". The following statement was recorded at Grossmont Hospital in the Emergency 
Room. The following is not verbatim, for full statement see DVD which has been logged into evidence at the Santee Station. 

STATEMENTS: 


Statement of Austin Whaley (Suspect): 

Whaley said he had just arrived at the gas station because he had a flat tire on his bike. The Deputy pulled up and asked him 
if he was loitering. Whaley answered "No sir" and started to turn away. The Deputy asked if Whaley had any warrants. 
Whaley responded that he might have one as he was turning the bike around and the Deputy then came at him and started 
"Wailing Whaley didn't understand and that's why he started resisting. Whaley wanted the Deputy to stop and talk to him.

Whaley said he was never told he was being detained. Whaley repeated again he just wanted the Deputy to stop and talk to 
him. Whaley then said he got a foot to the back of the head and was bleeding. Whaley denied that Deputies asked him if he 
had a warrant. Whaley then changed his statement and said he might after Deputies asked him if he had warrants after they 
asked him about loitering. Whaley claims he was already riding his bike away from Deputies and wasn't trying to flee from 
them. Whaley agrees with the events during the initial contact at the pumps after I confronted him about the video footage 
showing him talking with the Deputies and then suddenly fleeing away from them on his bike until he is pulled off. 

Whaley said after the Deputy grabbed him he was not resisting he was trying to get the Deputy to talk with him. Whaley said 
he was not resisting after Deputies told him to stop resisting and that he just wanted to understand what was happening since 
there was blood and head smashing. Whaley doesn't know why he was resisting and didn't think he was. Whaley never 
heard the Deputies giving him commands to stop resisting. Whaley claims he was not trying to hurt the Deputies that he just 
wanted to understand why this was happening to him. Whaley said he was unaware of how the incident took place and 
apologizes for it. Whaley again claims he didn't know he was being detained and that he was not loitering. Whaley continued 
to act confused and appeared to be under the influence of a controlled substance. Whaley admitted to smoking 
methamphetamine around seven or eight in the morning. Whaley believes his lack of remembering events is a direct effect of 
him using methamphetamine. If he hadn't used methamphetamine Whaley believes he would have never been in this 
situation. Whaley again states if the Deputies would have just told him what was going on it would have never happened. 
Whaley didn't understand why the Deputies were talking with him and just wanted the beatings to stop. Whaley was very 
adamant that he was not trying to harm any of the Deputies. Whaley believes he could have gotten away from the Deputies if 
he really wanted to and could have done some "Damage" if he really wanted to. Whaley knew that the two people who 
contacted him were Deputy Sheriffs and understood their authority and referred to them as officers of the law. Whaley 
concluded his statement by saying he was just confused. Whaley had no further information. 

INVESTIGATION CONT: 

After a couple of hours sitting with Whaley waiting for him to get cleared from the hospital he started to speak to me and 
describe what happened after he was taken to the ground. Whaley said he was resisting the Deputies because he was in so 
much pain from them pulling his head one way and his body another. Whaley said he couldn't breathe while being choked 
and was in a lot of pain from getting "tased". Whaley apologized for his actions and said he was just scared. 

I ordered a blood draw due to Whaley admitting he had used methamphetamine earlier in the day and displaying preliminary 
signs and symptoms of being under the influence of a controlled substance. Whaley gave me verbal consent to have blood 
drawn.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


ORIGIN: 

On 08/18/2016 at about 1020 hours, Deputy N. Rivera and I were driving northbound on Riverford Rd towards the intersection 
of Riverside Dr in Lakeside. As we approached the intersection, I observed two bicyclists in the parking lot of the 7-11 store 
(located at 10195 Riverford Rd). One of the bicyclists, a tall tanned female adult with black hair and very small black spandex 
shorts, was standing over a full sized bicycle and a bag of recyclables. The other bicyclist, a short shirtless male with a 
backpack and ponytail, was standing beside a small BMX bicycle with large antlers attached to the handlebars. 


The male and female were at the end of the parking lot, near the grassy strip between the business and sidewalk. Due to their 
bag of recyclables and close proximity to the adjacent Quality Recycling business, I suspected they might be loitering at the 
business and were not customers of the 7-11. I directed Deputy Rivera's attention to the subjects, and we agreed to contact 
the subjects in order to conduct a field interview. 


DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

Deputy Rivera pulled our marked patrol vehicle into the parking lot, next t o the gas pu mps, and about 10-15 feet from the 
bicyclists. The male bicyclist was later identified as Austin William Whaley^^^^^, a misdemeanor warrant subject. 

I greeted Whaley and his female companion. I asked the female companion what she was doing at the location, and she 
explained she had a "blow out" of her bike tire and said she was going to "Quality" [Recycling]. As I spoke to the female, I saw 
Whaley climb onto his bike. I asked Whaley and the female what their names were, and saw Whaley was slowly repositioning 
his bicycle, as if preparing to ride away. I asked Whaley "where you going dude?" and he said "I have a warrant" and began 
slowly pedaling away. 


I turned and ran to Whaley, and closed the gap to him in about 3 paces. I told Whaley "hey stop", but he continued to pedal 
his bicycle. I grabbed the shoulder strap of Whaley's backpack with my right hand, but my hand became dislodged from it. I 
grabbed the shoulder strap again, with a firmer grasp, as Whaley and I got to the driveway apron of the 7-11 and Riverside Dr. 
Whaley either intentionally dismounted or fell off of his bicycle and, in doing so, my forward momentum caused us to nearly 
collide with each other. 


I grasped Whaley's left wrist with my right hand, and attempted to guide it behind his back. Whaley tried to pull his wrist from 
my grasp, and turned and faced me. Based on Whaley's positioning and close proximity to me, I was concerned I was at a 
position of disadvantage and could reasonably be injured if he decided to use violence against me. I encircled Whaley's

upper body and head with my arms. I placed my left arm around the right side of his neck, my right arm under his left armpit, 
and interlocked my wrists beneath his upper torso. I lowered my center of gravity and spread my legs to wider than shoulder 
width, in order to prevent Whaley from fleeing on foot. Whaley dropped to his knees, and with one of his hands grabbed the 
left side of my neck and squeezed my throat. I released my hold on Whaley, and repositioned myself to try and control his 
hands by grabbing his wrists. Whaley yelled his warrant was "not bookable!" 

I observed Deputy Rivera standing beside me at my left side. I asked Deputy Rivera to broadcast a radio transmission of 
"Code Cover". Deputy Rivera joined me in trying to overcome Whaley's resistance and gain compliance. See her report for 
details of her involvement in this incident. 

As I attempted to grasp Whaley's wrists, he twisted his upper body and pulled his arms away from me. Whaley's sweat 
covered upper body and constant twisting made it difficult to maintain a first grasp of his hands. For an estimated 20 seconds, 

I repeatedly grabbed Whaley's wrists but my grasp was dislodged each time. During this, Whaley repeatedly tried to stand up 
from his kneeling position. I attempted to encircle Whaley's waist with both of my hands, but again lost my grasp due to his 
sweat. At some point while trying to grab Whaley's wrists, he punched me twice in my face in a short "jabbing" motion. 
Whaley's fist impacted my left cheekbone and lip. 

I again encircled Whaley's upper body with my arms around him, and lowered my center of gravity. Whaley again continuously 
attempted to gain his footing and stand up, and this caused me to reposition myself. I grabbed Whaley's left wrist with my right 
hand, and then with my left hand. Whaley raised himself up from the ground and I punched him 4 times in the right side of his 
face with my right fist. Whaley fell to the ground and back to his knees, and after several more seconds of struggling I 
attempted to positioned him on his stomach. I told Whaley to "stop" or "stop fighting" several times, but he did not respond. 
Once his upper body was flat on the pavement, I deployed my Conducted Energy Device (CED) in probe mode, into Whaley's 
lower back. Almost immediately after deploying the CED, I saw one of the probes had become dislodged from Whaley's skin 
and the device was ineffective. 

Whaley rolled on to his back and faced me as I knelt over him. I again attempted to control Whaley's arms, but he 
continuously pulled away from me. During this, I lost control of my CED and I discarded it on the ground behind me. Whaley 
used one of his hands and pulled my nylon magazine pouch and magazines off of my duty belt, grabbed my handcuff case, 
and attempted to pull my now empty CED holster off my duty belt. I rolled Whaley onto his right side, and punched him in the 
face 5 times with my right hand. Whaley again tried to stand up, and raised his body up from the ground. I believed Whaley's 
long hair would provide a more reliable grasp than his sweaty and now bloody hands, so I grabbed Whaley's hair with my left 
hand to control his head. I grasped Whaley's right hand with my right hand and attempted to pull it behind his back for 
handcuffing. Whaley pulled his knees in towards his chest, and tried to sit up. 

I released my grasp of Whaley's right wrist, and removed my expandable baton from my right side. I extended the baton and, 
while holding it, I placed my right hand over his right hand and wrist, in an attempt to control him. I again told Whaley to "stop 
or you're gonna get hit again." Using my body weight and my control of his hair, I attempted to reposition Whaley to his 
stomach for handcuffing. Using the flat bottom of the expandable baton, I struck Whaley in the left side of his face. Whaley 
briefly flattened his upper body to the ground, but then again brought his knees to his chest and attempted to stand up. I again 
used the flat bottom of the expandable baton, and struck Whaley twice along the right side of his rib cage. Whaley raised his 
body from the ground, and I struggled to push him back onto his stomach. Whaley tried to turn underneath me, so I again 
used the flat bottom of the expandable baton, and struck Whaley in the face twice. Whaley twisted his body underneath me 
and I was unable to maintain a control hold of his person. 

I discarded my expandable baton, and resumed trying to control Whaley with both of my hands. Whaley turned onto his back, 
and with his left hand grabbed my neck. I pushed Whaley's hand away, and with my left hand I reacquired a firm hold of his 
hair and with my right hand I held his left shoulder down. I heard sirens approaching, and I maintained this position for 
several seconds until I was joined by Deputy T. Bennett. Deputy Bennett, Deputy Rivera and I positioned Whaley onto his left 
side, and I used my body weight and left knee over his chest to maintain his positioning until other law enforcement officers 
could arrive. 

Several seconds later, Deputies D. Chandroo, G. Mateus, and P. Farber arrived, and assisted with placing Whaley onto his 
stomach. As we placed Whaley onto his stomach, I adjusted my position and placed my right lower leg and knee onto the

small of his back, in order to prevent him from raising his knees to his chest as he had done so many times before. Once 
Whaley was handcuffed, I disengaged from restraining him. 

During my 9 year law enforcement career and 14 years of military service, I have been involved in countless uses of force. 
Through these experiences, I have learned to distinguish between violence used by suspects when attempting to flee law 
enforcement apprehension, and when attempting to inflict injury or overpower me. I have previously sustained both serious 
and minor injuries from combative suspects, and I am familiar with typical combative behavior exhibited by subjects during 
violence against law enforcement officers. Based on these experiences, his repeated attempts to rise to his feet, his strikes to 
my face, him grabbing my neck, and his repeated attempts to face me, I believe Whaley was deliberately attempting to 
overpower me and inflict injury on me. Had I not used force to defend myself, gain compliance, and overcome his resistance, 
Whaley could reasonably gained control over me and inflicted serious injuries on myself and Deputy Rivera. 

I collected my CED, magazine pouch and duty magazines, and expandable baton from the ground. I briefed Sergeant M. 
McNeill on my involvement in the incident. Deputy W. Price photographed me, to include my injuries and uniform with 
Whaley's blood on it. Paramedics from the Lakeside Fire Department assisted me with decontaminating my arms and hands 
from Whaley's blood. I later disposed of my uniform shirt and pants due to blood stains and damage from the incident. While 
decontaminating myself, I discoverd a small scratch to the back of my right hand, about 1/2" in length, and an abrassion to my 
left forearm near my elbow. The abrasion bled slightly. My lip, neck, and cheekbone sustained a mild sensation of pain, as did 
my right wrist. I did not require hospitalization or medical treatment for my minor injuries. 

At some point during the incident, after Deputy Rivera broadcast "Code Cover", I also broadcast a radio transmission 
consisting of our location "Riverside and Riverford" and similarly requested "Code Cover". While broadcasting this 
transmission, I discovered my radio microphone had become dislodged from my lapel. 

Deputy J. Riggin subsequently arrested Whaley for 69 PC, for 11364 HS (after locating a methamphetamine pipe in his 
possession), and for 3 misdemeanor warrants for 11364 HS. 

Later, at the Santee Station, I was made aware of a video of the incident taken by a bystander. Detective Greco provided me 
with a copy of the video, which I reviewed. Based on my recollection, I estimate the video depicts all but the first 20-30 
seconds of the incident. 

I concluded my involvement in the matter.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


ORIGIN: 

On 8/18/2016 at approximately 1020 hours, Corporal Kastelic (#6333) and I were driving northbound on Riverford Road when 
I observed two bicyclists near the bushes located in front of the Seven Eleven Store (located at 10195 Riverford Road in 
Lakeside). Based on their location, not getting gasoline, and both did not look like customers, I believed them to be loitering. 
One of the bicyclists was a tall tanned female wearing small black shorts and a baseball hat. The second bicyclist was a tall 
tanned shirtless male with a braided goatee and had a bicycle with antlers strapped to the handlebars. 


DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

I pulled into the Seven Eleven Store parking lot and parked my patrol vehicle on the west side near the gas pumps 
approximately 15 feet away from the female and male. Corporal Kastelic (#6333) and I contacted both individuals and asked 
them what they were doing. The female stated she had a "blow out" and was trying to fix it. Corporal Kastelic then asked them 
what their names were and the male, later identified as Austin William Whaley, immediately got on his bicycle. 


Whaley began to ride away east bound towards the drive way and stated, "I might have a warrant." Corporal Kastelic and I 
subsequently ran after Whaley in about four steps. Corporal Kastelic told Whaley to stop, but Whaley continued to pedal 
away. Whaley was taken to the ground by Corporal Kastelic and landed in the westbound number two lane on Riverside 
Drive. 


I observed Corporal Kastelic maintain a hold on Whaley's torso and observed Whaley trying to break Corporal Kastellic's hold 
on him by aggressively pushing off the ground and moving his body from side to side. I attempted to gain compliance from 
Whaley and overcome his resistance. I delivered approximately five knee strikes to the left side of his torso and right quad 
area. I yelled at Whaley, to "Stop resisting!" and "Put your hands behind your fucking back!" multiple times. Whaley ignored 
my commands and continued to resist by violently moving his body side to side. Whaley attempted to stand up, and used his 
hands and knees to push himself off of the ground and out of a prone position. 

I grasped Whaley's right arm using my hands, and pulled it towards me to break Whaley's balance. Whaley was extremely 
slippery due to his sweat, which resulted in me losing control over his arm. I then delivered one knee strike and applied 
downward pressure to his torso using my hands. Shortly after, Whaley was taken to the ground by Corporal Kastelic (see his 
report for further details). Whaley used his hands to brace himself from falling into the prone position. I grasped Whaley's left 
arm with my hands and pulled towards me to break his balance. This was ineffective. Using my radio I broadcasted "CODE

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COVER" and my location. Whaley continued to attempt to stand up. Whaley was facing me when I used my right hand to grab 
control of his hair. I believed grabbing Whaley's hair would provide better control than his sweaty arms and torso. I pulled 
downward in order to prevent him from standing up and used my left hand to hold his left arm to stop him from attempting to 
injure myself or Corporal Kastelic. 

I observed a female walking towards us, and I was concerned she might try to interfere with our efforts to safely gain control of 
Whaley. I yelled at her "Get back! Get Back!" the female walked away. Whaley continued to try to stand up but fell on his 
back. I used my hands and left knee to pin his right arm to the ground. I did this to prevent him from hitting me or my partner 
and attempting to inflict injury. Whaley turned towards me and then onto his hands and knees. I grasped his left arm as he 
pushed against the ground. Whaley pulled away from my hold and moved his body aggressively side to side. 

He continued to push off the ground to break away. I deployed my department issued X2 Conducted Energy Device (CED) in 
drive stun mode. I used my CED on his right lower torso one time and right leg quad and calf area eleven total times to 
prevent him from assaulting me and my partner and inflicting injury. I also applied downward pressure and used my body 
weight and left hand to maintain control of his legs. Whaley continued to crawl away and move his body violently to break from 
our hold. Whaley kicked his leg outward towards me and broke my hold of his legs. I repositioned myself and grasped his legs 
again using my left hand and used my Conducted Energy Device in "drive stun" mode. I used my CED in "drive stun" mode a 
total of twelve times. 

Had I not used force against Whaley to defend myself, gain compliance, and overcome his resistance, Whaley could have 
inflicted serious injuries on me and Corporal Kastelic. Several Deputies responded and I disengaged from Whaley. I briefed 
Sergeant M. McNeill on my involvement in the incident. I was photographed by Corporal W. Price. Corporal Kastelic and I 
drove to the Santee Station where I decontaminated myself of Whaley's blood (which was present on my arms, hands, and 
uniform) and changed my uniform. I had no further involvement in the incident.
